A Treaty 
for a Ceffation of Arms 3 Years, between Mufcovy, 
Sweden, and Poland, is faid to be in Agitation. 
‘The Count de Lamberg is gone to the Bithop of 
\Wur:zbourg, to endeavour to procure fome Troops 
oi bim co ferve under Prince Eugene in Italy. He 
is comrsiilion’d on the fame Errand to feveral other 
German Princes. "Tis hop’d the Duke of Wolfen- 
buttel will furnifh 2000 Men to ferve in Italy: A 
Marriage is talk’d of between King Charles III. of 
Spain, and a Princefs of Wolfenbuttel. The Jcfuite 
‘Tonneman, that King’s Confeffor, is fer out from 
(Woiltenbuttel where he has been fome Time, in or- 
der to go to him in Caralonia. ‘he 19th of this 
Month, the Emperor with the whole Court, came 
from the Favorita to his Palace in this City, to pals 
the Winter here. The fame Day, the Magiftrates 
anc Burghers of this City took an Oath of Allegi- 
ance to his Imperial Majefty, with the ufual Cere- 
monies. To Day the Eftaces of the lower Auftria 
did Homage to him, in the great Hall of the Palace, 
with all the Formalities us’d on that Occafion. 
Which done Te Deum was fung on that Account in 
the Chappel of the Palace ; and a tripple Difcharge 
was made by feveral Pieces of Cannon and the fmail 
Arms of our Train-Bands, who were drawn up be- 
fore the Palace. The Deputies of the Eftates were 
treated very {plendidly with a Dinner according to 
Cuftom ; 2 Conduits ran with Wine ; and at Night 
there were Fireworks and Hluminations. 
the Amfterdam Gazette, dated October 6. 
Warfaw, Sept. 22. The 19th Inftant the Deputies 
‘met in the Cloyfter of the Bernardins, and from 
thence went to the Caftle, where a publick Seffion 
was Held. The Matfhal of the Confederacy, upon

All thefe Refolu- 
tions were fign'd proviGonally ; and after the Affem- 
bly had declar’d they were determin’d to {pend their
